Says He Boil Vouud u New Metal. 


George A. Clarke, an experienced iron- 


worker of Boston, claims to liavo dis- 
covered an ore in the Rocky mountains 
which he believes is new to the world. 
He says of it: 


"I took specimens of the ore to as- 


sayers in Cincinnati, Chicago and Boston, 
and no one of them could tell me the 
name of the mineral. 
Then I began 


here a series of experiments myself, mix- 
ing it with molten iron. It combined 
perfectly with the iron, and I found 
that only a small quantity was necessary 
to increase the fluidity of the metal. It 
rendered the iron ductile, and in low 
grades acted as a purifier. The product 
of the alloy was a homogeneous metal 
of very fine pore3, 'capable of higher 
finish than before. The slag expelled 
by its use contained* no TO?tal, and was 
very light. In the treatment of iron 
with only one per cent, of this new ore 
the former's tensile strength was in- 
creased from 10 to 25 per cent. 


Using only half of one per cent, of 


this or in a mixture with copper, 1 found 
that it gave the metal greater density 
and a great increase—from 60 to 100 per 
cent.—of tensile strength, The result- 
ing metal, too, is capable of a high polish. 
In a word, I found that the ore increased 
the tensile strength and the fluidity 
under heat of both these metals and 
makes them both of finer grain. It is 
non-corrosive." • 


Mr. Clarke produced a handful of the 


ore—a substance that looked like a fine 
sandstone, save that it was black, and 
many pieces of it presented highly pol- 
ished surfaces as smooth as a bit of glass. 
Mr. Clarke refused to state the location 
of the field, which, he said, was exposed 
over the space of an acre, as he is trying 
to get control of it first.—Cor. Chicago 
Tribune. 
Shot tlie JQorsea to Knd the Runaway. 
Deputy Marshal Tom Smith has re- 


turned from the territory and tells of a 
thrilling experience of his a few nights 
ago. He and Deputy Marshal Booker 
were driving across the prairie between 
midnight and day. In crossing a ditch 
Booker, who was driving, pitched head 
first over the dashboard on the ground. 
The horses became frightened and ran. 
Smith was in the buggy helpless, as the 
lines had fallen outside. 
He had no 


knowledge of the country and did not 
know what moment he would go over a 
precipice or into a barbed wire. He was 
afraid to jump lest he should break his 
neck or a limb. So ho leveled his Win- 
chester and began firing at the horses, 
and three or four shots brought them 
down. The horses cost Smith $150 apiece, 
but he got the man he started after.— 
Dallas Newa. 


Fervent Lightning. 


Quite a strange freak of lightning was 


witnessed at the home of Mr. William 
Henry Morton in Athens. During the 
rainstorm that came up about noon a 
flash of lightning struck the rod over the 
house, melting it instantly. The cur- 
rent was not content with this, but leaped 
to the tin gutter and melted it all around 
the house, pouring the molten metal in 
heavy streams to the ground below. The 
lightning then flashed through one corn- 
er of the house, paid a visit to the people 
in the room below, ran out along an iron 
pipe to a tin basin on the back piazza and 
molted it completely, and followed an 
iron pipe to the well, fully fifty feet from 
the house. The damage to the wood- 
work of the house was very slight, but 
all of the metal with which it came in 
contact was melted.—Atlanta Constitu- 
tion. 


Prairie Cattle Are Well. 


The fifteenth annual convention of the 


Northwest Texas Cattle Growers' asso- 
ciation was held at Dallas recently. The 
range cattle country all along the line of 
the plain from Montana to the gulf was 
represented, and the report from the 
whole range country, with the exception 
of a few drought stricken spots, was 
that the range cattle have been partic- 
ularly well preserved during the past 
season. Very little suffering has been 
occasioned by storms, and the grazing 
was good all through the winter. It is 
predicted that if cold weather holds off 
for the rest of the season range cattle all 
along the line will be fatter and in bet- 
ter condition generally than usual.—Cox.

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LOADED WITH DEBT. 


In this age of the world when money is 


the great motive power, the financial con- 
dition of a nation more than its army or 
navy determines whether or not it can go 
to war with another power whatever the 
provocation may be. 
It is «aid that no 


European continental power can declare 
war withont the consent of the Roths- 
childs, who are the only persons who can 
furnish means to prosecute it. 


Italy, which is comparatively a young 


nation, is so embarrassed financially that 
war with any nation, except to repel inva- 
sion, is out of the question. 
When the 


several States of which (he Kingdom is 
composed were united under Victor Eman- 
nel, the Government was burdened with 
the cost of the Australian war and the 
debts of the several States. Since then, 
according to Chamber's New Encyclopedia, 
the debt has been steacHIy increasing. 
In 


1862, shortly after the 
Kingdom was 


united, the income was £19,200,000 and 
the expenditures £37,000,000. 
In the fis- 


cal year 1888-89 the actual revenue was 
£60,034,000, and the actual expenditures 
£69,409,000, the deficit being £9,37o,000. 
The chief sources of income are the cus- 
toms, the income tax, land and house tax 
and the tobacco monopoly. The principal 
expenses are the interest on the public 
debt and the coat ot the army and navy. 
At the close of 1861 the public debt was 
over £125,000,000, and at the end of 1888 
tbo debt and interest amounted to £510,- 
000,000, which is equal to $80 per head of 
the population. This, considering the re- 
sources and productiveness of the country, 
is Tory great, and precludes the possibility 
of war with the United States, whatever 
the disposition of tho Government may be. 


Italy cannot go to war with this country 


without greatly increasing its public debt, 
and the money lenders of Europe are not 
disposed to trust it for much more than 
the present debt. It could add to its ex- 
chequer by a war with the United States, 
and it could not possibly secure a foothold 
in the United States as the whole Italian 
army, if it could effect a landing at some 
obscure seapott, wonld bo annihilated or 
compelled to surrender in three months. 
It could gain nothing and might loose 
much by such a war, as France, which has 
a grudge against it because of its alliance 
with Germany and Austria, would avail 
itaslf of the opportunity which such a war 
would afford to pay off old scores. 


The Italian Legation may leave Wash- 


ington and the American Minister ordered 
oat of Italy, but that nation cannot declare 
war against the United States. 


Hews of Importance From 


Home and Abroad. 


George W. Cheynjy, Arizona's Superin- 


tendent of Public Instruction, bal replied 
to the letter of Indian Commissioner Mor- 
gan, written several months ago, asking if 
Indian children could not be placed in 
Territorial schools, the National Govern- 
ment to pay their tuition fee of $10 a 
quarter. Oheyney says the people have 
too much respect for their children to com- 
pel them to mix with Indian children, who 
are.of low habits, go almost naked, are 
filthy and are covered with vermin. He 
Bays there is no desire to mieoegenote with 
(he Indian or found a race of "aqaaw 
men."

from J. M. Bosk, Secretary of Agriculture. 
He suggests that prominence bs given to 
the discussion of those questions affecting 
the agricultural interests of the country, 
for the reason that a prosperous agricul- 
tural condition will insure prosperity in all 
other branches of industry. 
He suggests 


that the subjects of transportation, markets 
and Federal and State statistics are pivotal 
questions affecting the farmers. 


M. H. De Toting of San Francisco sent a 


paper on irrigation. 
Senator Peffer of 


Kansas wrote expressing the hdpn that the 
Congress would result in bringing the peo- 
ple of the West and South into closer social 
and commercial relations. Charles Francis 
Adams of Boston wrote that whilo he rec- 
ognized the hardships of the present situa- 
tion in the West, he did not believe any 
action except individual action was neces- 
sary for tha remedy, with a very general 
popular idea that the Government is grand, 
paternal, do all, to protect every one and 
everything, and provide remedies for every 
ill that body politic is subject to. Mr. 
Adams does not sympathize, on the con- 
trary, says he, I am so antiquated in 
opinion a? to think that the world is gov- 
erned altogether too maoh and that it has 
rarely been governed so much or so badly 
as it has b.eu in this country within the 
last twenty-five years. 
If the people are 


left alone they will work out their salvation 
a great deal qui?ksr and tuoro satisfactorily 
than while the Government incessantly en- 
cumbers them with its well meant but ill 
advised assistance. 
Mr. Adams did not 


believe there was any general business and 
agricultural depression except that due ti 
natural and temporary causes; that ho did 
not believe any legislation was requirtd. 
He thinks improved transportation by land 
and water wonld provide for itself. 


Under the laws of supply and demand, 


if the Government does not continually 
meddle with it, the manufacturing inter- 
ests of the country have always been pro- 
moted by individuals when the Govern- 
ment bad left them alone, and every inter- 
ference of the Government from the be- 
ginning to the MoKinley bill hue been det- 
rimental to public interests. 
The irriga- 


tion of arid lands is settling itself in Idaho 
and Colorado and other States where the 
Government leaves it alone. 
Business 


combinations and trasfs were dangerous to 
those inside them, and if left alone by the 
Government they would work nothing but 
good, unless perverted to some purpose 
opposed to the laws ot trade, in which case 
they inevitably sooner or later bring about 
the ruin of those concerned in them.

A Flash from MI Electric Oar. 


Richard H. Earle, the insurance agent 


who lives in Worthington street, had a 
peculiar and rather startling experience 
with electricity early one evening re- 
cently through the medium of the elec- 
tric cars. He was crossing Main street 
just below State street, where the Forest 
park line ends, and happened to pass the 
rear of an electric car just as it started 
on its sonthward trip. He went very 
close to the car, perhaps within a foot, 
he thinks, and as he went by there came 
from beneath the car a flash as of light- 
ning, which seemed to start from the 
wheels and strike him on the left side 
nnder the arm. No harm seemed to 
have been done, and Mr. Earle contin- 
ued on his way. 


Just as he turned down Howard street 


to go to the house of an acquaintance, 
Carl Wunsch, he felt a pain in his side 
as if he was being roughly rubbed. 
When he reached Mr. Wunsch's house 
the latter exclaimed that something was 
burning, and on Mr. Earle's unbutton- 
ing his overcoat smoke and flame came 
out, and it took lively work on the part 
of Mr. and Mrs. Wunsch and Mr. Earle 
to save the clothing. On examination it 
was found that the overcoat and under- 
coat had been burned through from the 
outside, and also the vest as far as the 
lining. The hole in the overcoat is two 
or three inches wide and four or five 
inches long. A leather book in the un- 
dercoat containing some papers was bad- 
ly burned on the lower end and the pa- 
pers therein were scorched. 


Mr. Earle thinks there is no doubt that 


the mischief was caused by the spark 
from the electric car, and no other solu- 
tion of the matter seems possible, since 
Mr. Earle does not smoke, and the burns 
in the clothing ore not of the sort to be 
started from such a source. 
The street 


railway tracks were very wet that night, 
and this of itself would tend to dissipate 
the electric fluid as it entered the rails. 
Taken altogether, Mr. Earle's experience 
was certainly a singular one.—Spring- 
field Republican.

Time for Early Garden Work. 


Tree and vine pruning should be com- 


pleted before growth commences. Peas 
for an early crop need to be got in as 
early as the ground can be -worked. The 
wrinkled, or sugar peas, should be held 
until the ground warms a little. Those 
intending to raise onions by the new 
plan of starting the seeds in cold frames 
should have everything in readiness and 
get the seed in early, and have the young 
plants in readiness to set out as soon as 
the ground can be pnt in good order. 
The advantages claimed by this method 
are full rows, a longer season of growth 
and less expense in cultivating and keep- 
ing clean, the expense saved in the last 
item making up for the extra cost of 
transplanting. A much greater yield is 
claimed for the method. But no time is 
to be lost in preparing the soil for onion 
seed to be sowed in the rows where the 
crop is to grow. The preparation and 
sowing cannot be done too soon. The 
seeds of lettuce and early cabbage, 
cauliflower, celery, tomatoes and radish 
will need sowing at intervals as required, 
and the hotbeds and the forcing pits 
will command daily care. 


Seeds of biennial and parennial flower- 


ing plants can be put in at once. 
Sweet 


peas in the open ground should be plant- 
ed at the earliest opportunity; they 
•hould make their best growth in the 
cooler weather of the spring. 


Lawns can be seeded to grass as soon 


as the ground can be properly put in 
order. 


All kinds of work that can be done in 


the garden should be pushed along and 
be out of the way when the hurrying 
time conies later, as it surely will.— 
Viok's Magazine.
